WATCHED CONTEST. 


"For seveio.1 years while the Cuban 


patriots were struggling against Wey- 
ler, I watched the contest with deep 
interest and sympathy. I decided to go 
to Jacksonville and do what I could 
to assist the revolutionists. I started 
from St. Louis, where I had been liv- 
ing during the early part of 1S97. 


"Before taking a train for the South 


I got together the material, for the 
construction of two exploding machines 
of tremendous power,cso arranged that 
they could be wound up and left in a. 
selected place, with the certainty that 
they would go off with terrible destruc- 
tion within a few hours. 


CUBAN LEADERS. 


"At New Orleans I rented a room and 


put the boxes together, after which I 
went on. to Jacksonville. 
There I be- 


came acquainted with a party of Cu- 
ian.. leaders who ^ 
busterlng expedition. . They had en- 
gaged the' Destroyer, a small vessel, 
to take them to Cuba, along with a 
number of American and European ad- 
venturers who were anxious to strike 
a blow for Cuban freedom. 


"Several of the leaders of the party 


are men now well known,' and I wU 
lot mention theii names, although I 
lave among my papers a list of them 


They readily seized upon the idea, and 
vhen the Destroyer sailed with the fill- 
usters they took my two machines 
vith them. 


"It was my intontion to go along with 


he party, so as to direct the work of 
inking the Spanish ships, but they dis- 
uaded me, urging that I could he of 
greater use in Jacksonville -preparing 
ither machines i£ the first proved suc- 
:essful.

"It was planned to have some .mem- 


bers' of the revolutionary party join 
he Spanish navy so as to get the ma- 
chines, aboard.

Japanese Administration 


Declares Liao River Open 


NEWCHWANG. 
March 
28.—The 


Japanese administration'today declared 
the Liao river open, and twenty-two 
vessels entered the port of Yinkow. 
The river has been practically free 
from ice for the past few days, but 
steamers were not permitted to enter 
until It had become absolutely certain 
that all danger from ice had passed. 


An unusual rush of traffic is looked 


for, as this year's campaign has made 
the position of Newchwang more im- 


portant than ever. The steamers en-: 
tering -Yinkow today include six Jap-; 
anese transports and one hospital ship,' 
which have been waiting for a long 
time at Port Dalny, and the others are 
merchantmen, which-have been gather- 
ing at Taku and Chefoo. 


Vast quantities 
of stores -will be 


trans-shipped at Yinkow and carried in 
junks up the Liao river. It is expected 
that 30,00,0. Russian prisoners .and sick 
and wounded Japanese will be sent to 
Japan by way of Yinkow.

THE PROPOSITION. 


The text ot t"e proposition follows: 
1—A mutual engagement to respect 


the independence and territorial in- 
tegrity of .Korea. 


2—An engagement on -the part ot 


Russia not to impede the commercial 
or industrial undertakings o? Japan 
ti Korea, nor oppose her measures for 
safeguarding such interests. 


3—Recognition by Russia of Japan's 


preponderating- Interests in Korea, nr.:d 
her rights to offer advice and assist- 


ance tending to the improvement of 
the administration of Korea. 


4—A mutual obligation nr>t tc use 


any part of 
Korean 
territory 
for 


strategic purposes,. nor undertake on 
the coasts of 
Korea 
any 
military 


works v.'nich nv.nace fr^e navigation 
of the Korean straits. 


RIGHT TO SEND TROOPS. 


5—Recognition by Russia of Japan's 


right to send . troops to Korea in- ac- 
cordance with the ' preceding p.rticies 
for 
the .suppression of insurre :".">ns 


and disorder calculated to create in- 
ternational complications. 


G—An engagement by Russia to re- 


spect th& rights -and privileges ac- 
quired by Japan, as well as other 
powers, in Manchuria through'treaties 
with China, Japan to recognize Man- 
churia and the littoral as beyond her 
sphere of interest. 


7—A mutual agreement not to' Im- 


pede the junction of the Korean and 
eastern China railroads 
when 
they 


have reached the Yalu river. 


8—That this agreement supplant all 


previous agreements between Russia 
and Japan respecting Korea. 
. 9—The desirability . if possible of 
creating a neutral none in Korea. 


RUSSIA'S DIGNITY. 


A careful comparison of the above 


and preceding exchanges, all of which 
heretofore have been printed, 
fully 


confirms the fact that Russia, from 
the first to the last, Insisted that it 
was inconsistent with her 
dignity to- 


include in a special treaty with Japan 
an obligation to respect the territorial 
integrity of China in Manchuria, re- 
iterating in the Instructions sent 
to 


Baron Rosen which were accompanied 
by a note of explanation to 
Japan, 


that Russia's position in Manchuria 
concerned first China and then all 


the other powers having commercial 
Interests there, 
and .again pointing 


out the declarations already made by 
Russia, to foreign cabinets of her in- 
tention so long as the occupation of, 
Manchuria continued to recognize the 
sovereignty and the binding force of 
the treaties contracted by the . powers 
with the Pekin government 


RUSSIA'S REPLY. 


' With the exception of a rearrange- 


ment and some slight verbal changes, 
the first five articles are identical with 
those of Russia's original reply of Oc- 
tober 3, 1903. Russia made three con- 
cessions in the final note, as follows: 


1—The withdrawal of the provision 


of

churia acquired -under treaties with 
China, a point on which Japan laid 
graat stress. 
These rights Russia

Northern Korea, but

putting 


forward its desirability. 


3—Acceptance of the stipulation in 


Article 3 of Japan's original proposi- 
tions regarding the juncture of 
the 


Korean and Manchurian railroads. 


RUSSIA REFUSED. 


Russia refused: 
1—To include In the treaty an ob- 


ligation to respect the territorial in- 
tegrity of Manchuria.

The note, it is claimed,* proves con- 


clusively that Russia hoped to pro- 
long the negotiations.

FRIGHTENED, 


ST. 
PETERSBURG, March 
28.—The 


action of the nobility of the Government 
of Moscow at the -meeting held yester- 
dtiy, in urging the necessity for some 
measure of popular' representation, while 
taking .a distinct stand against a cgristi- 
tutionaf government or tlie kind erTjayed 
by the nations of Western Europe, Intro- 
duced the first 
organized conservative 


element in the situation. 


Most of the nobles are landed proprie- 


tors who have becbmo greatly alarmed 
by the. peasant 
movement, 
which is 


theratening property In the country, ami 
they will undoubtedly try to rally to their 
support the city property elements, all 
of which they claim are endangered hy 
tbe coming tide of lawlessness. 


The nobles urge" that 
the time has 


forrie for co-operation with the Govern- 
ment for mutual protection, pointing out 
that, the strikes in the. titles, by sending 
thousands of workmen filled with revolu- 
tionary ideas back to their villages, be- 
sides introducing political ideas among 
the peasants, only increases the latter's 
demand for land. 


In many districts the landlords are 
organizing guards to protect their prop- 
erty at their 
own expense, tho troops 


which the Government Is able to send be- 
ing insufficient. ,

PILLAGE -AND BURN. • 


Roving bands of peasants continue to 


pillage, bul-ri and murder in the Cherni- 
gov Government, p and in Tarhboff. Kaza'n 
and other government's in the south. The 
few'troops here and there are powerless. 
The whole peasant population is affected 
more' or less. The parish priests, under 
instructions from! the Holy Synod, are 
doing atl possible to quiet the peasants, 
but without making any appreciable im- 
pression. 
With warm weather a crisis 


will come, especially If It is accompanied 
by orders for another extensive mobiliza- 
tion. 


'CONDITIONS WORSE. ' 


In thn meantime the situation in the 


Caucasus Is 'growing worse. A state bor- 
dering on civil war exists in the Kuban 
territory, whei'e the population has been 
armed for a collision with the soldiers. 


In the Georgia, Jflngrella and Kutals 


territories the red flag of revolt has been 
raised. 


At Yalya, Orlrhea, after the population 


had wrecked the vodka 
shops, police 


quarters, etc., warships were sent fro:.. 
Sepastopol and marines were landed as if 
'in a. hostile country. 


The renewal of -the bomb outrages In 


Poland and the open demonstrations in 
Finland against conscription are both re- 
garded as bad and' significant signs.

A TAX ON BACHELORS. 


Another one of the surprisingly old 


projects tnat hag recently cropped out 
again Is the proposed tax on bachelors. 
The idea Is gray with age and as Jar 
as effctlveness In the correction of 
evils Is concerned is about as Ineffi- 
cient as it Is old. Bachelors, as candi- 
dates or probationers for marriage, 
have formed ; the subject for legisla- 
tion from . the earliest times. Penal- 
ties have often been ' imposed on male 
celibates in various countries.. In pro- 
portion as the interests of the state 
were regarded as above those of the 
individual, the 
enforcement of mar- 


riage was the more severe. 'In ancient 
Sparta it ' was considered a punish- 
able crime not to marry or to marry 
too^ late iti life. In Athens, though riot 
severely prunished, celibacy was dis- 
couraged in early times. 


At Rome marriage was fostered by 


positive penalties imposed on unmar- 
ried men "and sometimes even on wo-. 
men, as wen as by discrimination lit 
favor of heads of families. In.the.al- 
lotment of the Campanian lands by 
Julius Caesaiv portions were given only 
to the fathers of three or more chil- 
dren. Under Augustus a law was en- 
acted prohibiting -unmarried: -persons 
below the "age ol 60 in men 'and SO in 
women- from taking possession of leg-

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Reviews the Work Done How the City. Was- 


Bf the Council For 


the Past Year, 


on the* Tax Le^For 
the Past Two Years, I 


Last night the City Council which 


has ' been in office for the last 
two 


years met for the last time and 
ad- 


journed sine die. 


Before Councilman Dornin, the pre- 


siding officer acted for the last time, 
Councilman 
Pendleton read a resolu- 


tion commending the course of Presi- 
dent Dornin as a man, as a Council 
irian and as a presiding officer. 


In retiring, Dornin read the follow- 


ing carefully prepared address, show- 
ing that the recent administration of 
affairs was more economical by. far 
than those which preceded it: 


HIS SPEECH. 


"Fellow Councilmen: 
As .this is the 


last . meeting before our successors are 
inducted to office and the last meeting 
over which I shall have the pleasure of 
presiding, a brief review of some of 
the main features 'of the work of the 
past two years, may not .be out of 
place, and in order 
to 
demonstrate 


some of the difficulties with which the 
later Councils have had to contend,- 1 
will, in passing, take the liberty of 
making a few comparisons with former 
years. 


"One of the many points that forci- 


bly impresses a member of the Coun- 
cil as soon as he becomes familiar with 
the duties of his office, is the very 
general lack of knowledge displayed by 
all classes, as to the functions of the 
City Council. The public is prone to 
criticise the Council and to hold it re- 
sponsible for conditions prevailing in 
every department. 
It seems to forget 


or else ignores the fact that the City 
council is simply a legislative body, 
having no administrative function, and 
having no control over streets or sew- 
ers, schools or libraries, parks or boule- 
vards or Boards of Health, except to 
make such apportionment 
of 
public 


funds for maintenance of, or use in 
each department, as is possible, with 
due regard to the needs o£ all depart- 
ments; and in doing this, the Council 
must, of necessity, be governed by the 
probable income of the city. 


THE EXPENSES, 


"Not a year passes but that 
the 


Council is at its wits' end to know how 
to cut down the estimated needs of the 
departments, to keep the total expendi- 
tures within the income without seri- 
ously crippling some department. 
As 


an instance in point, take the present 
fiscal year, 1904-1905. 
The estimated 


needs of the several departments, 
as 


filed by the heads of those departments 
had to be pruned to the extent of more 
than §150.000 to keep the aggregate 
amount within the possible 
revenue, 


and when one realizes that almost ev- 
ery item cut out or reduced, was as 
much a necessity as the items .loft, he 
may have some idea of the difficulties 
encountered in keeping the tax levy 
within due bounds. 


"This brings up the question of rev- 


enue and taxation. 
The charter 
re- 


quires that the Council shall, in Oc- 
tober of each year, (ix the rate of taxes 
to be levied, and levy the taxes neces- 
sary to raise sufficient 
revenue 
to. 


carry on the various departments of 
the municipal government for the fiscal 
year. 
The charter further limits the 


rate to SI. 00 on every $100 of assessed 
valuation. 


THE CHARTER. 


"A close study of the charter will 


convince any one that this limitation 
is for maintenance and operation only, 
and is not intended to provide revenue 
for new construction or extraordinary 
improvements, but it is a fact that, in 
every year since 1SS9, .with one excep- 
tion, the rate has been in excess of the 
charter provision of $1.00, the excess, 
in the last three years or 'more, being. 
in part, to cover bond redemption and 
interest, and-in-part-to-cover -the extra- 
ordinary expenses incurred in building 
the Twelfth street dam, the Harrison 
boulevard, remodeling the fire depart- 
ment apparatus, providing new engine 
houses, substituting an up-to-date Tiro 
alarm service for the antiquated 
sys- 


tem in use a year or so ago. remodel- 
ing the City Prison and providing new 
quarters for the police department, as 
well as providing funds to cover the ex- 
pensive litigation with the water com- 
pany. and the heavy, cost of the special 
bond elections demanded by the public 
and the press. 


TAX RATE. 


"I stated, a moment ago. that there 


was one exception since 1SSO when the 
tax rate did not exceed $1.00. That 
•was the fiscal year 1S95-1S96, 'when' the 
rate was fixed by the Council at 51.00. 
At that time the city embraced about 
-two-thirds as much territory as is in- 
cluded within its present boundaries. 
In other words, the district annexed in 
1897 comprised an area nearly one-halt 
as large as the parent city. 


"These facts have led me to investi- 


gate, to discover, if possible, whether 
the late administrations have been as 


would Indicate, and I am happy to say 


wooden bridges 
at 
the various water- 


ways throughout the city, and I think 
that this should : be followed up as fast j 
as possible,'until all the wooden "bridges' 
are a relic of the past arid thb city is 
relieved forever of, the heavy annual ex- 
pense for repairs of the present dilapi- 
dated structures.

''The demands which 'were made -for 


the privilege, of voting for improvement 
bonds and water supply bonds caused a 
heavy drain on the revenues of the city, 
and while the moneys might have been 
more profitably Invested in other, dlrec-, 
tions this Council has no cause for re- 
gret. 
The measures were forced, and If 


the people 'turned them down' at the 
end, 
the result was only what might, 


have been expected, in view of the meth 
ods employed to defeat them. 


"In reviewing the extensive work that 


has been done under the direction of the 
Street Department during the past two 
years I want to call attention to the 
good work done by my friend, Professor 
Wallace of the Seventh ward, and parti-

American Rule in the Philippines 


American rule in the Philippines has received a warm commen- 


dation from an authoritative and 'unbiased source. 
It is from M, la, 


Mothe, Governor-General of Cochin China, who was delegated by 
the French Government to thoroughly investigate the economic and 
political conditions in the Philippines and Ja,va. M. la Mothe's report 
is highly commendatory of American methods and policy. It has not 
yet been made public, but in an interview he expressed himself .as 
follows:

"I spent four months in the Philippines studying the result of 


American control. I was struck by the enormous prestige made in 
such a comparatively brief period. This has been greater during the 
last four years than during the 350 years preceding the American,per 
cupation. The natives are being educated, are receiving the benefits 
of municipal and provincial liberty, and.are rapidly acquiring, the spirit 
of republican institutions." 


This is noc the phrase of mere compliment. The Governor-Gen- 


eral of Cochin China is an acknowledged authority on Colonial admin- 
istration, and his investigation was made for the information am! §ptid- 
ance of the French Government, which has many problems to solve in 
dealing with France's East Indian dependencies. What he says is 
respectfully referred to the Boston Anti-Imperialist League.

Expenditures and Other Things. 


Congressman Livingston of Georgia, ranking Democratic mem- 


ber of the General Appropriations Committee of-the House, has issued 
a statement regarding the appropriations .made by the last Congress. 
It is for political effect, of course, and must be regarded as partisan 
campaign material. The statement in question takes the form of a 
comparison 'of the expenditures on military account during President 
Roosevelt's term with similar expenditures during President Cleve- 
land's last term. If one looked no further than the grand totals, the 
showing would be bad for the Republicans and good for the Demo- 
crats. Here they are:

Under Mr. .Roosevelt for the four years (1903-1906) the people 


have had of their substance, appropriated for the army $315,791,961; 
for the navy, $358,574,975; and for fortifications, $28,753,456; or a 
grand total of $703,120,393. 


Under Mr. Cleveland we were called upon for, and appropriated 


during his four years (1893-1896)—for the army, $95,379,632; for the 
navy, $100,390,818; and for fortifications,-$9,275,892; or a total of 
$205,046,343. 


A wise man will always look beyond an ex parte statement cap- 


tious in spirit and hostile in purpose to ascertain whether it truly 
represents comparative conditions.' The question is not the differ- 
ence between the amounts spent for particular objects during Re- 
publican and Democratic administrations, but the general conditions 
which prevailed during.those periods.

There is a large 
surplus in the Treasury; the Nation's creditJs..higher than the credit 
of any other nation on the globe, wages are'on a higher level'than 
ever before, our manufacturing industry'isTrnpre extensive and more 
prosperous than at any time in our history, our foreign commerce is 
now second only to thaj: of Great Britain, there are no armies of idle 
men seeking employment, few bank failures, no large jadlroad systems 
in the hands of receivers; but the whole 'land teems with a busy pros- 
perity, of which the agricultural industry enjoys a full share.

A IMPROVEMENTS 


Work Likely to Begin 'at Beth Prisons 


' Before July V 


The late Legislature appropriated by 


Senate Bills 725 and 717, money for 
betterment ot the two State' Prisons. 
For the prison at San Quentin the sura 
of $310,000 is provided tor new cells, 
excavations, erection of a machine 
house, for a pipe line and for exten- 
sion of the wall system. 


The money is available as follows: 


July 1, 1905. 130,000; January i, 1906, 
180,000; July. 1, 19Q6, $85,000; January 
1, 1907, 130,000; July 1, 1907, 140,000; 
January 1, 1908, 135,000; July 1, 1908, 
140,000; January i, 1909, 130,000; July 
I, 1909. HO.OOO. . 


For the Folsom Prison the sum of 


$168,000 was appropriated for construc- 
tion of . additional cells, for tools to 
open quarries and to place, a. wall 
around the prison. It Is available as 
follows: 


July 1, 1905, $30,000; January 1, 1906, 


$20,000; July 1, 1906, $25.000; January 
1, 1907, $20,000; July 1, 1907, $20,000; 
January 1,' 1908, $20,000; July 1, 1808, 
$20,000; January 1, 1909, $13,000. 


In each case all work has to be ad- 


vertised for and all supplies to be 
used also, and no bills can be paid until 
they have been audited by the State 
Board of Examiners. 


While nothing authoritative concern- 


ing the work'its obtainable at the 
Capitol, it is understood that the pris- 
on directors are 
solicitous to begin 


work-at the earliest moment, and that 
they may utilize the time prior to the 
first installments becoming: available 
in maturing plans and getting every- 
thing into readiness for procedure on 
the first day of July next. 


As the Act went into effect on its 


approval there is nothing: to prevent 
the prison authorities proceeding to 
plan for the improvements at once and 
have all preparatory steps taken.—Sac- 
ramento Union. "

THE SUMMER SCHOOL 


Prominent European Professor Will 


Speak at the State University 


on Physics. 


BERKELEY, March 2S—The suc- 


essful efforts to secure eminent sci- 
entists and professors to instruct in 
the summer session has been greatly 
augmented by the acceptance of his 
invitation by Dr. Ludvvlg Boltzmann, 
professor of theoretical physics in the 
University of Vienna. 


In his field of research Dr. Boltz- 


mann has attained a pre-eminence that 
classes him with the world's greatest 
scientists. 
He has done for mathe- 


matical physics what Professor Arrh- 
enius has done for physical chemistry. 


Dr. Boltzmann is the greatest living 


exponent of the atomic theory, which 
he has expanded . and applied to all 
natural 
phenomena. 
On this sub- 


ject, vie has written several' volumes 
under the name of "Studies in the Ki- 
netic Gas Theory." His other works 
are all advanced, he having written no 
text books. Dr. Boltzmann is such a 
deep and abstruse thinker that tae 
known mathematics is not advanced 
enough for some of his higher works, 
so that he has to evolve his own math- 
ematical formulae. 
Hence his teach- 


ings are intended more for those who 
are advanced further than the under- 
graduate. ' Dr. Bolzmann taught virat 
at the University of Munich and then 
went to Vienna- While there he was 
induced to go to Leipzig by Professor 
Ostwald, who will also be a member 
of the faculty of the summer session. 
"While at Leipzig Dr. Boltzmann lia'J 
the largest class ever held there. 
Later the doctor returned to tae 


University of Vienna, where he is sit- 
uated now. 


The 
subject 
of 
Dr. Boltzmann's 


course this summer will be "Mechani- 
cal Analogies of Therbodynamics with 
Special Reference to Theorems of S;a- 
tistical Mechanics." 


Those who intend to follow Dr. Hen- 


ry Van Dyke's advice that for fullness 
of education one must study nature 
will welcome the advent at summer 
school of Mrs. Anna Botsford Corn- 
stock of Cornell University. Ithaca, N. 
T. Mrs. Comstock has gained consid- 
erable prominence through courses of 
nature study. She has announced two 
for the summer session, one is a regu- 
lar nature-study literature. Mrs. Com- 
stock has' long been associated with 
Professor L. H. Bailey of Cornell Uni- 
versity, the greatest living authority 
on nature subjects and study.

BERKELEY, March 2S—The alarm- 


ing discovery was made today by the 
University authorities that a plague 
of caterpillars threatens the life of 
the grand old oaks on the college cam- 
pus, and action was taken at once 
that is expected to stay the pest, and 
save the famous trees 
from 
either 


partial or total destruction. 


Ground Superintendent Bolton has 


found that in Wildcat canyon, the oak 
trees have been attacked by the cater- 
pillar plague, so that on all sides evi- 
dences of their ravages are 
visible. 


The appetite of the pest is insatiable 
and when once fairly in action the 
caterpillars make an end of leaves 
and twigs and. all the tender or edible 
parts of the trees, leaving them in a 
condition that presages complete de- 
struction. 
The aid of the University botanists 


is to be invoked in dealing with this 
swarm of caterpillars, and their .ex- 
pert knowledge will be utilized in tak- 
ing measures applying which 
it is 


hoped will not only wipe out the pres- 
ent crop of caterpillars, but render the 
trees Immune from future visitations. 


Professor W. A. Setchell, 
of 
the 


botany department of the University, 
is an authority on all matters per- 
taining to plant and tree life and his 
aid, with that of the entomologists of 
the Agricultural Department will be 
invoked in the crusade against 
the 


caterpillars. 


After the discovery of the cater- 


pillar's ravages in Wildcat 
canyon 


was made, a close search for the in- 
sects, all over the grounds was made 
and it was found that the 
advance 


guard of the army of caterpillars had 
spread to the westerly part of the 
campus, some of the invading force 
having reached the famous Le Conte 
oak, a tree where memorial exercises 
in honor of the dead professor are 
held yearly, and beneath which is a 
tablet, marking tree as the Le Conte 
oak. The old tree has been painted 
by William Keith, the landscape ar- 
tist. 


The possibility of its destruction has 


excited the college ground keepers and 
the authorities .as well, and no effort 
will be spared to make it certain that 
the great old tree is rendered immune 
from the caterpillar pest.
